It is 19 miles from Hacienda San An- 
tonia to El Tule headquarters, and 
six miles from headquarters to El 
Cnmpo Guajalotc. A'l these points are 
on the Tule property.

LITTLE ROCK—(/P)—The Arkansas 


Supreme Court Monday held, 
with 


Chief Justice Johnson dissenting, that 
the bondsmen of former Bank Com- 
missioner Walter E. Taylar were not 
liable for the disbursement of salary 
to himself in excess of the consti- 
tutional limit of ?5,000. 


Prosecuting Attorney Carl E. Bailey 


had sued in Pulaski circuit court 
to recover from Taylor $2,125 repres- 
enting his salary as manager of the 
building loan division of the depart- 
ment, which was in addition to his 
55,000 .salary as as bank commissioner. 


The court held that the legislature 


appropriated for Taylor's alleged ex- 
cess - lary, and that his bondsmen 
covered only disbursements of an il- 
legal nautre.

Chicago Yards Are 


Swept by Big Fire 


10 M i l l i o n s ' Damage 


Greatest Since Historic 


Fire of 1871 


CHICAGO—(/P)—Chicago's most dis- 


astrous fire since the holocaust of 1871 
wiped out 12 square blocks of Paek- 
inglown property over the week-end 
with an estimated loss of 10 million 
dollars. 


The conflagration, starting as did 


the historic fire of '71 in the stock- 
yards area, raged uncontrolled for four 
and a half hours. 


Every available piece of fire fight- 


ing equipment in the eily, more than 
15(1 trucks, was rushed to the area. 
Firemen off duly and on vacation 
were 
hurriedly 
summoned. Three 


hundred policemen commanded by 2"> 
captains and under the supervision of 
Police Commissioner James Allman 
marshalled the huge crowds of curi- 
ous which flovckcd to tho area out of 
the fire fighters' way. 


Despite their wide sweep, the flames 


did not attack any of Ihe major com- 
pani'.s' pl;:nls. They were located i" 
a westerly direction from the 
fire 


whi"h started near the western limits 


f the mile-square yards, apparent- 


ly from a carelessly tossed cigarette. 


City Fire Attorney Thomas J. Shee- 


han nnd others carried on investiga- 
tions to determine the cause of the 
bla/e. 


Sheehan said that he was convinced 


from his preliminary investigation that 
the fire was accidental and not set. 


"We investigated reports that there 


had been labor apitation in the yards 
but we were unable to find any evi- 
dence nf any recent labor troubles. 
We did mil find anything to lead 
us to believe the fire was not acci- 
dental, probably started from a cere- 
lessly tossed maU'h or cigaret." 


About 1.500 person received treat- 


ment for injuries. Some 400 required 
hospital treatment. Most of the in-

Senator Norris, author of the pro- > 


posal, changed his Vote before the 
decision was announced, and entered 
a motion for reconsideration, thus 
permitting him to bring the matter; 
up for another test later. 


Submission of the president's silver 


message to congress was postponed 
until Tuesday for a final checkup on 
details with Treasury aides. 


The president had ready Monday his 


message endorsing a mandatory pro- • 
posal to make silver a definite part of 
the metallic base for American cur- 
rency. 
. 


The senate agricultural committee 


approved a bill authorizing the appro- 
priation of 100 million dollars to fi- 
nance agencies established by the'Sec- 
retary of Agriculture for the hand- 
ling, insuring, or marketing,, of any 
cotton in the government's possession, 
or control. 


- . . , Message on Silver 


WASHINGTON. — (K) —; President 


Roosevelt will send to congress Mon- , 
day. a messake asking fer legislation to 
help silver. It will be the first of four 
communication on important issues to 
bo dispatched to Capitol Hill before 
adjournment early in June. 


The others will deal with a request 


for a study of social legislation needs, 
a report on war debts, and a recom- 
mendation on the coconut oil taxes 
recently imposed on the Philippines. 


The president worked on his silver 


message on a , week-end cruise down 
the Potomac. He is expected to rec- 
ommend a mandatory declaration of- 
policy that silver be added to the me- 
tallic monetary reserve until it at- 
tains a 25-75 raito with gold. 


In his move for « study o£ social 


legislation needs by a joint congres- 
sional committee ,the president will 
compose to a certain extent demands 
for immediate enactment of, the 30- 
hour work week, old age pension and 
unemployment insurance bills. While 
he is in favor of unemployment in- 
surance and other social legislation, 
the president is reported to believe a 
thorough study of all these questions 
should be made before congress en- 
acts mandatory lepislation. 


No Debt Legislation 


No legislation is to be asked on tha 


war debt problem at this time, but 
the message is expected to inform 
:ongress of the situation, which may 
decome more acute on June 15 if the 
foreign debtors fail to pay installments 
due then.

The 
house takes up senate-approved meas- 
ures authorizing loans to industries 
through the MFC, extending the tem-

The increase in number of cases 


with the increase in age is very char- 
acteristic. It seems to be unusual for 
cattle in hte United States to con- 
tract the disease when over two years 
old. The spring nnd fall are the sea- 
sons most favorable for the develop- 
ment of blackleg. The disease is not 
confined to the seasons, however, it 
appears at all times of the year with 
more or less frequency.

The most important characteristic 


of the disease is the development of 
a tumor of swelling under the skin. 
The swellling may appear on any part 
of the body or legs, except below the 
knee or hock joint and on the tail. 
It Is frequently seen on the thigh or 
shoulder, nnd owing to the extensive 
discoloration of the swollen parts, as 
observed after the animal has been 
skinned, the disease has been popular- 
ly named "blackleg" or "black quar- 
ter". The cost per animal for serum to 
vaccinate is very small. For further 
instructions see the county agent.

10,000-Acre Tract Will Be 


Cut Up in 20 and 40- 


Acre Farms 


LITTLE ROCK—Negotiations were 


completed over the week-end to es- 
tablish in Mississippi county the first 
of three relief colonies planned for 
Arkansas by the Federal Emergency 
Helief Administration, W. R. Dyess, 
state FETT.A administrator, announced. 


A tract of 10,000 acres, bisected by 


the Tryonza river in southern Mississ- 
ippi county was purchased at an aver- 
age price of $2.50 per acre, he said, 
from Lee Wilson & Co, 
Creamery 


Package Company and Drainage Dist- 
rict No. 9. 


He said thnt he had been offered 


$7,000 for timber rights, but had re- 
fused to sell as he intends to use 
the timber for construction of homes, 
barns and other buildings. 


The tract wil be divided into 20 and 


40-acre plots upon which families tak- 
en from relief rolls will be placed. 
Persons placed there will be given the 
right of amortization extended over 
a period of five yearh. The sale will 
be made without profit to the FERA 
and no interest will be charged. 


A community center will be estab- 


lished in a convenient section in the 
tract and ample facilities wil! be avail- 
able for school nnd religious activi- 
ties. 


The colony has no connection with 


the subsistence housing program, Mr. 
D.ycss said. Other locations have not 
been selected, yet, but it is expected 
one will be in the coal mining area. 
Four sawmills and 500 homes arc ex- 
pected to be constructed within the 
next 90 days.

in prices of farm property and a re- 
newed interest in purchase of rural 
land were reported Sunday by the

per acre to $19.40 compared with the 
same period of 1933.

ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of Ar. 
Kansas, to-wit: 


That Article 5 of the Constitution of 


the Slate of Arkansas be amended by 
adding thereto the following: 


SECTION 1. Not less than a major- 


ity of the members of each House of 
the General Assembly may enuct a 
law. 


SECTION II. None of the rates for 


property, excise, privilege or personal 
taxes, now levied shall be increased 
by the General Assembly except after 
the approval of the qualified electors 
voting thereon at an election, or in 
case of an emergency, by the votes of 
three-fourths of the members elected 
to each House of the General Assem- 
bly. 


SECTION III. Excepting 
monies 


raised or collected for 
educational 


purposes, highway purposes, to pay 
Confederate pensions and the just 
debts of the State, the General As- 
sembly is hereby prohibited from ap- 
propriating or expending more than 
the sum of Two and One-half Million 
Dollars 
for 
all 
purposes, for any 


biennial period; provided 
the limit 


herein fixed may be exceeded by the 
votes of throe-fourths of the members 
elected to each House of the General 
Assembly. 


SECTION IV. In making appropria- 


tions for any biennial period, the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall first pass the Gen- 
eral Appropriation Bill provided for 
in Section 30 of Article 5 of the Con- 
stitution, and no other appropriation 
bill may be enacted before that shall 
have been done. 


SECTION V. No expense shall be 


incui-red or authorized for 
either 


House except by a bill duly passed 
by both Houses and approved by the 
Governor. 


The provisions of the Constitution 


of the State of Arkansas in conflict 
with this Amendment are hereby re- 
pealed insofar as they are in conflict 
herewith, and this Amendment shall 
be self-executing and shall take and 
have full effect immediately upon its 
adoption by the electors of the State. 


The above resolution was filed in 


the office of the Secretary of State of 
the State of Arkansas on the SOth day 
of January, 1933. 


Each elector may 
vote for, or 


against, the above proposed Amend- 
ment.

oak, 
poplar and elm trees. 


The later hay fever begins about 


the end of May to about July 20. H. 
comes from sensitivity from pollen of 
the grasses, particularly of the or- 
chard, tho blue and the timothy var- 
ieties.

fever you can attemp desensitization ( 
by injection of. small doses of ex- 
tracts cf the pollens, beginning well 
in advance of the onset of the pollen- 
ation on the grasses.
